For a young man, 1 do not think that
any form of rigorous training, such an he
might adopt for hexing or running, Is
necepsary. He It remembered that for golt
we want not muscdles that nre as hard as
whipeord and extensively developed; we
need munclos that nre in n state of what
I might call healthy flaxibility. Golf it-
pelf s as good A moeans as any of pro-
moting that tondition; the walking and
the swinging connstitute just the right kind
of bodlly exercise, Tha man who Ia
atrong In the sonse that he can lift enor-
mous welghts or fell an ox with a blow
of hin mighty fist is not likely ever to be
much of & golfer: his muscles are bound
to be ®0 lurge and powerful that they
would render 1t impossible for him to
ewing a club with that sasy-flowing mo-
tion that produces accurate timing.

For that reason, I am aure that dumb-
Bell und similar exerclses, which some
playsrn practios, are bad rather than
helpful tn o golfing connectlon. I know n
meuiptor who dearly wanta to acquire a
moderate measure of proficiency on the
links, but who will never be able to
wield a club properly for the resson that
conatant work in his studlo has developed
the muscles of his right arm so greatly
that he cannot even mancge a half-
swing with complste comfort, That in
in example of my meaning.

To a certaln extent, dieting is advan-
tagvous, ecapocially when one s getting
on In life und the system (s more suscep-
tible to nervous and physical strains than
In youth, 1 confeas that 16 or 3 yeara
#go (und 1 could hit a ball then with
nbaolute confidence as to whers it would
finish) T never bothered much as to what
I ata, but In recent times 1 think that a
very light diet—consisting chlefly of fish,
chicken, pheasant and grapefrult, with a

olreumstance of playing on champlon-
ship links will soon tone up the conatls
tution to the proper condition, but I have
found aa a rule that there i{s too much
bustla and excitement to give one &
chuanee of working out a means of salva-
tlon. When a champlonship or some
other such contest s Impending the
courme s unually erowded for a week or
two prior to the beglmning of the event,
and there Iy little opportunity of mtudy-
Ing and practicing shots,

The thing to do is to attend to the
wenle polntd in one's game befors pro-
ceeding to the place of battle, and when
there to take mattera enslly and not play
n lot. An average of less than two
rounds i day In plenty. It fs often good
to rest for a moming or an afternoon, or
to stop at, say, the 12th hole if you foel
tired and your puartner |n willing to aus-
pend operations, At any rate thig is the
principle on which I have alwuys acted
an far a® possible, and it has not paid
badly. To play too much in the week
preceding a champlonship Is more harm-
ful than not playing enough,

1 would ndvise any aspirant to cham-
plonahip honors to do most of this prac-
ticing and experimenting in the tran~
quility of his home course three or four
weeks before the touranment: when he
reaches the scene of action ha will dls-
cover that he can accomplinh very llitls
beyond taking part in matches. A month
In ndvance In tha time to try new clubns ;
then there Is a chance for strangera In
the bag to win the complste confldence
of the player. He might have o shadow
of doubt about them If he took to them
on the ava of competition, although that
step I8 sometimes Imperative us o last
desperate remedy, In the ordinary way,
however, it is hest te arrive on the course
in & falrly aettled frame of mind.

Last year I felt that T would have to
change my driver and driving lron, so T
effected the alterations some mix weeks
before the champlonship, and was on the
hest of terms with the newcomers by the
time that the all-important occasion arose.
In 1812 my favorite mid-lron, the pat of
the bag, turned agolnst me some time be-
fore the "Newa of the World" tourna-
ment; there was an inclinatlon te per-
severe until the last moment with such
an old favorite, but I had sufMecient cal-
lousness to put It to one mide and try
another, The new club, which was two
inches longer in the shaft than the old
one, soon showed Itm tractabllily and it
ansalsted me very considerably to victory,
The knowladge that I had gained of It In
several weekn gave ms complete confl-
dence In It. Its work done, ! gave It up
for the old club, which came Into action
again in the best of tempers. It s the
sleventh-hour change which ia dangerous.

I do not belleve In practicing for a very
long period on w ehamplonship link. ¥For
one thing, the tess are not usually put
right back until a day or two bafore the
start of the competition, so that the |deas
of distance which have bacome fixed In
the mind are apt to lend to confusion

Infinitely the warst form of Prepmra-
tion for u big event s a serles of four-
ball matches. I have no objection to ths
four-ball match as an entortalning way
of apending a day, but It s vory bad for
one’s golf. Everybody la prons to dapend
to some sxtent on his partner, with the
result that nobody takes the same troubls
with his own shota that he would do in
& sinmle or an ordinary foursome. There
ls something in this form of coptest that
militates agninst whole-hearted conesn-
tration. The player does not slacken do-
